has 


asked the American legion and other 
national organizations to cooporate in 
demonstrations throughout the United 
States on armistice day not only to 
celebrate the victory of 1918 but to im- 
press the delegates to the conference 
on the limitation of armaments with 
the fact that the American people 
confidently expect a program to be 
adopted which will reduce military and 
naval expenditures and minimize the 
chances of war. 


Samuel Gompers. president of the 


American Federation of Labor, today 
disclosed his plans for parades and 
mass meetings on November 11 which 
may exceed in point of numbers the 
processions of Labor day in past years. 
Mr. Gompers feels that armistice day 
passed last November without that 
glorification of the event which is nec- 
essary to install in the minds of people 
a true appreciation of the sacrifices 
that were made to win the victory- 
The day should be. he believes, an 
occasion for expression of the anti- 
war sentiment needed to insure a 
program of enduring 
peace. 
Mr. 


Gompers makes it plain that he is 
not championing a class movement. 
He simply is notifying every trade 
union headquarters In every city and 
town in the United States that labor 
should do its part in what he hopes 
will be taken lip by other civic bodies 
as a national celebration. When ar- 
mistice day has passed, it is the hope 
of the American federation of labor 
that permanent committee of seventy- 
five members representing all 
the 


various national organizations inter- 
ested in disarmament and the cause of 
peace will unite and bring respectful 
pressure to bear on the conference for 
the 
limitation 
of 
armament* so 


that there may be no doubt about 
building up of a world-wide sentiment 
will unite the limitation of armaments 
so that there may be no doubt about 
the insistance of tho.American people 
on practical results. Mr. Gompers is 
in communication with the labor or- 
ganizations of other countries. 
The 


behind the Washington conference on 
armament is intended to assure the 
delegates of all countries that they 
may ignore the Jingoes and munitions 
makers and go as far as they like to- 
wards lifting the burdens of taxation 
which have crippled Europ's purchas- 
ing power and indirectly helped to 
bring on an industrial depression in 
the United States. 


Mr. Gompers was asked what would 


bo the course of the American feder- 
ation of labor in the event, that the 
conference failed to reach an agree- 
ment, on the limitation of armament. 
Would you favor the r.(luction by the 
United Stales of its army and navy 
irrespective of what the other powers 
did. 


I have always opposed and shall 


continue emphatically to oppose any 
suggestion that the United States dis- 
arm alone," replied Mr. Gompers. 


So the movement of the American 


Federation of Labor does not ask the 
impossible but aims to bring out public 
sentiment for an agreement on arma- 
ment.

Indianapolis; Ind.—Civil war may 


break out again in the West Virginia 
coal regions after federal troops are 
withdrawn, Philip Murray, vice presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers, in- 
timated Wednesday in his report to 
the miners convention here. 


Murray went into Mingo, Mercer. 


McDowell and Logan counties when 
the fighting was at its height in an 
effort to dissuade the miners from 
their course. 


"Federal troops did restore quiet 


in the disturbed area." he told the 
2.500 miners assembled in Tomlinson 
ha.ll. "I am satisfied that there will 
be no disturbances in the mining fields 
of West Virginia during the period 
that federal troops occupy the affect- 
ed sections, but when the soldiers of 
the federal government 
leave 
the 


state, they are going to leave behind 
them the source of all this evil. 


"It must become evident 
to all 


that a determined effort should be put 
forth by the labor unions 
of this 


country to remove this menacing ex-il 
from the lives of our people. I am 
satisfied that the governor of the 
state of West Virginia is not disposed 
to render to the decent citizens of 
West Virginia any assistance in their 
effort to remove the Baldwin-Felts 
mine guards from the industrial life of 
that state." 


Ask Hardinff's Aid 


Murray recommended that the con- 


vention petition 
President 
Harding 


and Congress for legislation to "eradi- 
cate or remove the evil influences of 
the spy and guard systems from the 
industrial life of our country." 


Appealing for the convention 
to 


make every effort to unionize th- 
four counties in question—the l*»i' 
stronghold of the open shop in the 
mining- industry—Murray 
told 
the 


convention that the miners of West 
Virginia are willing to make every 
sacrifice to this end. 


Murray also touched on the wage 


question, declaring that the miners 
will demand an increase when the 
scn.le committee meets the operators 
at the expiration of the present con- 
tract next March.

American Federation of Labor, will 
attend the miners convention next 
Saturday, it was anouneed Wedncs 
flay. Gompers was invited to address 
the meeting and his acceptance was 
received Wednesday. 


It became known late last night 


that a majority of the 619 resolutions 
to be. placed before the meeting deals 
with the question of wages and work- 
ing conditions. The resolutions make 
it evident that the scale committee 
meeting the operators in wage con- 
ference next March will likely demand 
a six hour day, a five day week and 
an increase in wages. 


One resolution would prohibit any 


United Mine Worker from being a 
member of the American legion, which 
was termed a capitalistic organiza- 
tion. Another would put the conven- 
tion on record as favoring recognition 
of soviet Russia and demanding the 
release of American political prison- 
era.

Great Britain meet in a final confer«i«-e 
untrammelled by conditions may he a sen- 
sible \ray oui of the impasse \vhk-h has 
arisen between Lloyd George and De Va- 
lera. 
The obstacle which is standing in 


the way of the conference and -which if 
not removed will mean a resumption of 
the war in Ireland and the sacrifice of 
many lives is formula. It is a futile at- 
tempt to lay down hard and fast condi- 
tions which shall define the footing on 
which the delegates meet. The opposing 
sides' cannot agree and that is all there is 
to it. If De Yalera must formally recog- 
nize the sovereignty of Great Britain over 
Ireland, or if the British premier must 
concede the independence of Ireland, the 
effort 
to make peace may 
as well be 


abandoned. 


There is a way mn of the deadlock, how- 


evef, and that is simply to meet without 
making admissions, concessions or assur- 
ances/ This, delegations representing the 
British government and the people of Ire- 
land can do. 
If the conference can de- 


vise a scheme of dominion government for 
Ireland which will be satisfactory to the 
Irish leaders, the controversy is settled 
and the Irish problem solved. That it is 
possible to arrive at such an understand- 
ing is indicated by the repeated declara- 
tions of De Yalera and other spokesmen 
that Ireland is willing to function in the 
empire and to accept 
dominion status. 


This is the practical side of the issue, the 
devisine of a basis acceptable 
to both 


sides for union. The other is an abstract 
issue of principle, doctrinaire argument, 
which can never be settled by words. 


If Ireland had no intention of remain- 


ing in the British union end was out for 
complete severance, that would be a dif- 
ferent matter and the position of her lead- 
ers in the dismission would make resort 
to arms the only possible means of de- 
cision. Bnt her attitude seems to hp a 
willingness to accept dominion govern- 
ment. Obviously, if that is the case, the 
proper course is to proceed to define the 
basis of government and dismiss the con- 
tention over conditions preliminary to a 
conference.

1 0. and who have in fear and trembling 
promised to preserve its secrecy inviolate 
even in their own families, proves to be a 
copyrighted document. The ritual has 
been published as apart of the expose, and 
stamps the whole movement as that of un- 
principled fanaticism. It is so utterly ri- 
diculous in its methods and workings that 
it is hard to see how half a million persons 
with 
common sense could be beguiled

cities have been built down by the 
railroads instead of up on the hills, 
where more primitive men generally 
built their homes and cities. 


Our valley cities are sure to be 


destroyed at regular intervals until all 
of them have been properly protected 
against floods. This is the fact which 
must be driven home. Floods are one 
iorm of. history which may be confi- 
dently relied upon to prove it. Any 
dweller in an unprotected city or town 
in one of our great valleys can study 
a chart of Hoods that have accurred 
in the past and predict with accuracy 
when he will next need a rowboat or 
a life preserver. 
At least, he may 


predict how often lie will need it in a 
tfven period of years.' Scientists havo 
oven made formulas 
for 
predicting 


floods. 
It may 
br> calculated that 


floods of the greatest size on a given 
river will occur, over .1 considerable 
stretch of time, once in every 25 years 
on an average. 
Those of the next

flood control for a long time. 


The best engineering opinion seems 


to bo that what the United States 
needs is a great unified 
system of 


flood control, especially for the Miss 
i?sippi drainage. Most

not realize what a large part of the 
United States this embraces. Waters 
rising to the surface as far west as 
Montana and Xow Mfxlco and ns far 
oast as Pennsylvania, and West Vir- 
ginia ultimately reach the Mississippi. 
Tt Is in this great system of rivors 
that most of our floods occur.

Puoblo flood was a Mississippi Basin 
flood. 


Obviouslv flood control in this great 


area must be handled as ono problom 
The methods adopted in each locality 
must ho suitod to its individual nec-tls, 
but must also take into account its 
rffcct on tho whole system.
